Want Elections, But 
No Separation of 
Viet Nam Territory 


"GENEVA <#)—The French 
backed government of Viet 
Nam declared today under no 
circumstances must any Indo- 
china armistice settlement in- 
clude the partition of Viet 
Nam territory. 


The Viet Nam teims were laid 


before the nine-member Indochina 
conference by Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Quoc Dlnh. They were 
said by a French spokesman to 
have the backing of all the non- 
Communist delegations participat- 
ing in the talks. 


The plan covered both military 


and political aspects of the armis- 
tice. It called for a political set- 
tlement based upon free elections 
under United Nations control. 


Main Condition*

army intelligence officer tto 
supply confidential FBI data 
w i t h o u t authorization. He 
was asked specifically about 
an incident related by Sen. 
McCarthy, but 
Eisenhower 


said he would only discuss 
the principle involved. 


The President also told his news 


conference, In a comment on the 
International scene, that the free 
world ought not to write off Indo 
china. 


At the outset of the conference 


a reporter told the President tha 
Sen. McCarthy had testified las 
week that an army intelligence of 
fleer supplied him with classified 
FBI material. 


The newsman went on to say 


Gen. Brownell later sale 
the material shoufd-not be jnade 
public. Elsenhower then was askec 
Lo comment on the "propriety" of 
[he army intelligence officer's de 
livery of such data to McCarthy 
without authorization.

Of Pressure 


Testifies to More 
'Abuses' by Aide 
To Sen. McCarthy 


WASHINGTON (If)—Army 


Counselor John G. Adams 
testified today he took more 
"abuse" from Roy M- Cohn 
than anyone in his experience 
as a Pentagon official in con- 
nection with efforts by Cohn 
to win special treatment for 
Pvt. G. David Schine. 


Adams was on the witness stand 


for all the morning session of the 
15th day of senate subcommittee 
hearings into the bristling dispute 
between military officials on the 
one hand and Sen. McCarthy and 
his aides on the other. 


Tills dispute i evolves about the 


contention by the army that the 
senator and his aides used improp- 
er pleasures in an effort to get 
favoicd tieatment for Schine. for- 
mer McCarthy subcommittee con- 
sultant and son of a wealthy New 
York City family, who was drafted 
into the army. 


Names Cohn 


Cohn is chief counsel for the Mc- 


Carthy subcommittee. 


McCarthy and his aide* counter- 


charge that the army sought to 
use Schine as a "hostage" in an 
effort to blackmail the subcommit- 
tee Into dropping Us search for 
Communists in the army. 


Adams, speaking in soft, precise 


tones, named Cohn as the chief 
source of pressure for Schine. 


He testified, that McCarthy him- 


self once" said Schine was "not 
much good" to the subcommittee, 
and that he (McCarthy) wanted 
Schine drafted. But Adams said 
McCarthy asked him not to relate 
the conversation to Cohn. 


Adams related a series of tele- 


phone calls and other efforts which 
he said Cohn made to get special 
treatment for Schine. Then he 
said: 


Recount* Visit 


"The abuse I took with reference 


to Schine, if you pile together all 
the abuse I have taken from em- 
ployes and members of congress 
over the past five years, it would 
not compare with that I took m 
this stluatlon." 


Adams iccountcd a visit by Mc- 


Carthy and Cohn and military offi- 
cials to the aimy radar laboia- 
torics at Ft. Monmouth, N. J., on 
Oct. 20, when Cohn was excluded 
fiom several secret installations. 


He said Cohn wns "extremely 


upset" over this and declared "this 
is war." 


Adams took over the witness 


chair from Secretary of the Aimy 
Stevens in the piesentation of tho 
Army's case. Stevcn.s was excused 
Tuesday because of illness. 


Adams, relating "pressuics" h« 


said were exerted for Schine. testi- 
fied that Cohn made telephone calH 
to him on an average of at about 
one a day during November, about 
half of them with reference to 
Schine. 


More Difficult 


"As the month woro on. tncy bo- 


came moie and mote difficult to 
landle," Adams said. 


The calls built up. he said, to 


become "extreme pressures with 
•cspcct to a New York assignment 
'or Schine after he completed his 
eight weeks of training . . . pres- 
sures haid to bear." 


Relating what he termed Cohn's 


explosion at being baned from the 
radar laboratory at' Ft. Monmouth, 
Adams said: 


He became exlicmcly upbct. 
said 'This is war." and 'we'll 


really investigate this place now. 


"He said "They let Communists 


nio this place but tncy keep PI«J 
out—I've got sccun'y clearance to 
;o any place in the world.'" 


Adams was supporting the Ar- 


my's contention that Cohn, 27- 
year-old counsel to Sen. McCar- 
hy's Investigations Subcommittee, 
made threats against the Army. 


Jenkin* Question*

asked whether Cohn had said at

Rural Ogle 
Problem at Corn Planting 
Time Is Control of Insects

OREGON—By the time you are reading this everybody's corn 


planter in Ogle county will be making progress on the 160.000 acres of 
corn to be planted this year. One of the controversial issues at corn 
planting time is how to control soil insects, and thereby increase the 
crop yield. 


Wire worms, root worms, seed 


the rate of 1& to 2 pounds per acre. 


damaging the root systems of the 
plants. Lindane seed treatment will 
effectively control seed corn mag- 
gots, seed corn beetles, and wire 
worms. However, no one wants to 
commit himself on the use of 1m- 
dane for controlling white grubs, 
cut worms, root worms, and grape 
colaspis. So do not p'an on control- 
ling these pests. If you'do get good 
control, it will be wonderful. 


There have been a few cases of 


germination injury reported with 
the use of hndane. Even so, this 
treatment is still the valuable aid 
to the 'farmer who is careful with 
dosages and who needs to protect 
lus 'seed. Some of the important 
suggestions to follow if you aie 
using hndane' tiealmcnt are as 
follows: 


Apply Hndane at the rate of 4'/j 


ounces of 25 per cent^ Hndane 
seed treatcr per bushel of seed. 
This can be applied directly to 
the corn in the planter box. The 
time limit between treatment and 
planting Is arbitrarily set up at 
three weeks. This time Is not 
definite howcxer, because treat- 
ment does not. appear to effect 
the germination of some hjbrids, 
while it does >ery difmitely af- 
fect others. To be safe, treat at 
planting time. Plant when germi- 
nation conditions are favorable. 
Do not plant exceptionally deep. 
Do not expect 100 per cent con- 
trol. In many heed treating fields, 
10 to 15 per cent damage has 
occurred,

untreated 


fields replanting has often been 
necessary. 
Some of the advantages of seed 


treatment are: it is effective cheap 
and easy to apply. It is compatible 
with other seed treatments, leaves 
no soil residue, and yield differ- 
ences aie appaient 


Lindane seed treatment has some 


disadvantages. Weather has a defi- 
nite effect on the icsults. Tieated 
seed cannot be stored for long per; 
iods and the Heated seed is unfit 
for use as'feed. Faimers icaction 
to Hndane has been highly favor- 
able and by following the points 
given above, you will tend to elimi- 
nate the disadvantages of any ef- 
fect on germination. 


Many have inquired as to the use 


of aldrln and ils place in Ireating 
corn to prevent soil insects. You 
may use aldrin at the rate of one 
pound per acre in starter fertilizer, 
or band spray at planting time. Or 
you may broadcast either in ferti- 
lizer or by broadcast spraying at

the soil 'immediately to prevent 
loss. Aldnn will cost between $3.75 
to $5.20 per acre. Dieldrin between 
$6 and $8 per acre. Their use will 
be rather limited and the treat- 
ment will not be warranted on all 
fields. 


J. H. Bigger,' University of Illi- 


nois entomologist, showed an av- 
erage increase of 4.'-'. per cent in 
jields», along with increased vi- 
gor, better stand, more erect 
plants and a blight upced up of 
the growth of corn resulting In 
the treatment. 
The place for these chemicals is 


on overflow land, bottom land, after 
sod, on fields where corn has been 
ijrown for more than two yeais 
successively, and on fields where 
wire worms aie a problem. These 
chemicals do not sterilize the soil 
at the recommended tales. In hand- 
ling any of these chemicals, follow 
Lhe precautions given on the manu- 
facturer's label. All insecticides 
present a hazzard, so handle them 
carefully.

Planting your corn too thick may 


mean lower yields next fall. A 
heavy planting late can cut back 
production as much as a low rate. 
Planting corn too thick for the fer- 
tility level of your fields will cause 
more lodging and a higher percent- 
age of nubbins at harvest time. 
Thickly planted com will also suf- 
fer more severly from drought. 
J. W. Pendleton, crop production 
specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois, offers Ihe following rule of 
thumb for determining your pro- 
duction late: Estimate the bushels 
that you expect your field to pro- 
duce and divide by 25. This will 
give you the number of plants you 
should plan to get in each 40 inch 
checked hill. In other words, if you 
expect to have 100 bushels of corn 
you can plant four kernels per hill.

New Strategy May Help Keep 


Southeast Asia Free 


The real enemy in Indo-China is, of course. Red China. 


It is not involved to the extent it was in Korea, but it is pro- 
vidine the supplies, the military training of native rebels and 
even some manpower for technical operations and command. 


Therefore when we raise the question what to do about 


Indo-China, we are really talking about a threat posed by 
China. No military observer looking at the Far East imagines 
the trouble would end if a truce gave the Reds a third, a half 
or even all of Indo-China. Communist China would simply 
push for dominance in other sectors of southeast Asia- 


Our military leaders do not believe we should allow this 


to happen either in Indo-China or anywhere else. But none 
wants to engage China with huge ground forces on its vast 
mainland. 
. . 
. 
What is emerging from their thinking is a totally new 


strategy that calls for neither of these involvements. NEA 
Correspondent Fred Sparks describes it as a "blueprint for 
the greatest commando operation in history." He says U. S. 
military men see it as a plan to "bleed-China until it can no 
longer expand." 


In a Washington dispatch which also drew upon much 


information gleaned in his first-half coverage of the Far 
East. Sparks spelled out the meaning of "Operation Bleed." 


A prime element in the plan would be a naval blockade 


of the Chinese coast. Evidently our navy knows every eddy 
and backwater. Effective blockade would force Chinese de- 
pendence upon the long overland supply routes from the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe- 


Air power would figure prominently in the plan, too, 


though there is no talk of all-out attacks on major Chinese 
cities with A and H-bombs. Carrier aircraft could be used 
to smash the Reds' railroad time table and thus reduce the 
overland flow of materials to China. - 


Ground forces would not be left out of calculation. Whip, 


lashing commando raids might bring blood at many points. 
As Sparks said: "While China is too big to conquer, it is also 
too big to defend." Endless miles of coast are vulnerable to 
commando bands landed by ship or dropped by plane. 
•

•• 


Lonely patches of mainland mountains, already infested 


with anti-Red outlaws, could also be fed by commander units 
and developed into healthy pockets of resistance. 


As envisaged by our military lead^s, Free Asia, includ- 


ing the National Chinese on Formosa, would furnish the 
manpower for all these hard-striking operations. More and 
more, too, we could rely on native forces in such major dan- 
ger spots as Indo-China, if only time can be purchased for 
their training. 


It is the testimony of the experts that even before the 


A-bomb, U..S. sea and air power had done Japan in- That 
is one reason why military men have confidence in a plan 
which, while, not new in its broad fundamentals, is novel 
in its proposed specific application to menacing Red China. 


The time may not be too far off when America will have 


to decide whether to try this "grand scheme" or fall back 
on some more conventional strategy if it wants to keep 
southeast Asia free from the Reds' stranglehold.

NEW YORK—Senator McCarthy and his activities have had a very 


bad press in Great Britain, and the British people, dependent on low- 
Krado journalism for Information as the raw material for opinion, have 
n contemptuous opinion of the whole affair. That is more their hard 
lurk than ours, but there Is little we can do about it. The best con- 
solation lies In the fact Dial it makes little differ- 
ence to us what they think of us or our political 
folkways. However, it docs make a difference what 
the Irish think of L'affaire McCarthy because our 
blood ties are strong and warm by contrast with our 
diluted and embittered relation with the Bntish, 
for whom many 'of us have lost even that forced 
and artificial crush of the two war periods. 


As bearing on this subject of Irish public opin- 


ion on the McCarthy matter, I think the comments 
of the Bishop of Cork. The Most Rev. Dr. Lucey, 
deserve wider presentation than they received on 
WMthmou 


April 3 when he landed home from a visit to the United States. Inci- 
dentally, but to the point, he brought back 30,000 pounds, which would 
be about $84,600, in subscriptions from American Irish Catholics for 
the Cork Diocesan Churches Fund. I had read nothing about this fund 
or the American donations in our papers although that may have been 
by oversight. However, I am certain that the subject has received 
nothing liko the volume of •publicity that has been raised in the New 
York Times and The Herald Tribune for an American subscription 
to a kitty to repair Westminster Abbey and for other politico-religious 
projects beyond the sea. 


The Cork Weekly Examiner re- 


ported that as to McCarthy, the 
Bishop said: "Here in Ireland, we 
have been sadly misinformed. Mc- 
Carthy's job was one that had to 
be done if people valued the free 
way of life. 
To represent him as

hunter is just gross misrepresen- 
tation." 


I had not heard that the Irish 


press, like the British, had given 
McCarthy

smear, but that I infer from this 
comment. 


In direct quotes, the Examiner 


said the Bishop put it this way: 


"McCarthy's job is to ferret out 


Communists and would-be Commu- 
nists—the people who were giving 
tongue in Moscow accents in the 
'forties when .the whole world was 
slipping into Communism and who 
would again if the tide against 
Russia began to turn. It is an un- 
savory job because they are a slip- 
pery, unsavory lot'. But surely it 
is a job that should be done if peo- 
ple value the free way of life. Cer- 
tainly it is a job that the average 
American approves of. 
Not all 


.McCarthy's suspects have 
been 


proved guilty, but very many of 
them have: as many as in any po- 
lice questioning of suspects after 
a 
crime has been perpetrated. 


People I met in America were 
shocked at the way McCarthy has 
been condemned without ft hearing 
in Ireland. 


"My visit was as profitable as 


it was pleasant. I received nearly 
$30,000 pounds for our churches ap- 
peal fund. 
FiX>m his eminence. 


Cardinal Mclntyie of Los Angeles. 
J received $10,000 on behalf of 
himself, his clergy and his people. 
His •min*nc«, Cardinal Spellman, 


of New York, presented me with 
$7,500. in appreciation of the part 
our emigrants played In building 
up his great archdiocese. 


"Most of the money, however, 


came from the archdiocese of Bos- 
ton, 
where everybody from the

friend of Cork and we owe him 
more than we c»n ever hope to 
repay." 


The impression received by this 


Irish prelate on a tour of the coun- 
try mainly in the Society of Irish 
Catholics is expressed in terms of 
unusual interest to those concerned 
and. I believe, most other Amer- 
icans. "United States was a great 
country to visit and to settle in," 
he said. "And, as I met not only 
those who emigrated in 
recent 


years but the descendants of the 
emigrants of 30, 50, 100 years ago,- 
I could not but be struck by their 
deep attachment to Ireland and to 
things Irish. They have kept the 
strong, 
simple, 
matter-of-fact 


faith of their fathers. And to faith 
they add good works in abundance. 
In Boston, for instance, one could 
not but feel proud of the part 
Irish emigrants in general, and 
Cork 
folk 
in 
particular, 
have 


played in making the church the 
influence it is in American life. 


"Emigration is not an unmixed 


evil. It has given Ireland Tin over- 
seas empire more enduring and 
more ennobling than any achieved 
by conquest.

Mrs. Doris De Moss, his mother, 


told police that she knew her son 
was the murderer, but police- ar 
rived before she could call them. 


She told police that he came 


home early from school and tried 
to clean brown spots off his grey 
flannel trousers. He told his moth 
er that a girl had spilled some 
thing at school and he had gotten 
splashed. 


Later, she told police. Terry ad 


milled he had attacked the child 


Meanwhile, police, acting on a 


tip from a policeman neighbor 
had already headed for the home. 


Patrolman Andrew Hunter tipped 


authorities to the possibility of De 
Moss being involved in the crime. 
He said De Moss* was known to 
have dissected animals and that 
when he heard of the. attack on the 
girl he thought of the youth at 
once. 


Police said Terry had been treat- 


ed three times at the Wayne Coun- 
ty Child Study clinic and had been 
arrested once for breaking and en 
tering. 


Marion Jo was one of four chil
